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people for racially aggravated 
intentional harrassment after 
messages were posted on the 
internet website Facebook about 
proposals to build a mosque in 
Harlow. 

In the same week that the 
mosque plans were withdrawn 
following a public outcry, Essex 
Police confirmed the four were 
arrested for making potentially 
illegal comments in a discussion 
group. 

All four are male and aged 20, 
22, 23 and 25. Three are from 
Harlow and the fourth from 
Sawbridgeworth. 

The arrests followed the Star’s 
front page story last week, which 
included examples of some of the 
messages on the Facebook 
website. The identities of the 
authors were obscured in the 
report. 

However, friends of the 
Sawbridgeworth man have now 
used Facebook to set up a new 
discussion group to register their 
outrage at his arrest. 

Many of those who have signed 
up claim his comments were not 
racist but merely taken out of 
context. A number of 
contributors accuse the police of 
over-reacting while several also 
lay the blame for his arrest on 
the Star. 

A police spokeswoman said all 
four have been bailed to return 
to Harlow Police Station on June 
13. The original Facebook 
discussion group has now been 
removed.

Harlow North opponents consider legal challenge to homes blueprint 


THE Government announced 
this week it is to plough ahead 
with its housing plans which 
could see thousands of new 
homes built on countryside to 
the north of Harlow. 

The East of England Plan, a 20- 
year strategy for housing growth in 
the east of England, was finally pub¬ 
lished on Monday 

Despite consultations provoking 
significant public opposition and an 
independent inspector rejecting the

idea two years ago, a new community 
at Harlow North is back on the agen¬ 
da. 

The announcement is a blow to the 
STOP Harlow North campaign which 
may now decide to mount a legal chal¬ 
lenge to the plans. 

“It may be necessary for the courts 
to rule on whether the Government’s 
actions are lawful,” said secretary 


Nigel Clark. “We will be consulting 
with others on the next steps.” 

With the document now in its final 
Government-approved version, it rec- 
dommends that a total of 508,000 
homes should be built in the region 
by 2021, 16,000 of them in and 
around Harlow. 

Of these, at least 10,000 are likely 
to be at Harlow North - which is part 
of the East Hertfordshire district - 
and many more over the town’s south¬ 
ern or western borders in Epping 
Forest. 


On top of this. East Herts and 
Epping Forest have their own housing 
quotas to meet. Local authorities will 
have some say as to how their housing 
targets are spread across their areas. 

STOP Harlow North said it was 
deeply disappointed at the plan. “We 
have always argued that the plans for 
10,000 houses north of Harlow were 
fundamentally flawed, unnecessary, 
unsustainable and undemocratic,” 
said Mr Clark.

Harlow North stays 
despite opposition 


mosque 


PLANS to create a mosque 
on the site of a former rec¬ 
reation centre in Harlow 
have been withdrawn in 
the face of public outcry. 

Harlow Islamic Community 
Centre had applied to convert 
the dilapidated Kingsmoor 
Recreation Centre, in Paring- 
don Road, into a mosque. 

But the Muslim group, which 
already owns the building, has now 
abandoned the plan after wide¬ 
spread objections. 

However, speaking to the Star 
this week, project manager 
Mohamed Wadiwala did not rule 
out the possibility of submitting an 
amended application in the ftiture. 

“It is clear from the response of 
the local residents that there is a 
gross lack of understanding on their 
part as to what is proposed here, 
undoubtedly due to unlmown fears 
and prejudices,” he said. 

“The existing site has been oper¬ 
ating as a temporary communily 
centre since its acquisition in 
November 2006 and as far as I’m 
aware, has not received any formal 
or i nf ormal complaints whatsoever. 
Why should people complain now? 
Nothing will change except the 
appearance of the building.” 

Mr Wadiwala dismissed con¬ 
cerns that a proposed ‘body-wash¬ 
ing’ facility - where corpses are tra¬ 
ditionally prepared for burial - 
would be inappropriate because of 
the building’s location next to 
Milwards School playground.

“It is not our intention to have 
corpses on display in view of the 
public,” he said. “In fact, the public 
would be none the wiser if corpses 
were ferried in and out of the build¬ 
ing as they would be enshrouded or 
in caskets. 

“You could walk past an under¬ 
taker’s along any High Street and 
not be concerned that there are 
corpses being bathed and dressed 
and sometimes stored for weeks in 
freezers, yet suddenly there is con¬ 
cern that there could be a similar 
thing adjacent to a school play¬ 
ground.” 

Morningtons resident John 
Downes, who arranged a public 
meeting to oppose the plans two 
weeks ago, welcomed the news. 
“Given the level of opposition to 
these plans, I hope Harlow Council 
will now look at finding a more 
suitable location for a mosque,” he 
said. 

“It’s important to make it clear 
that residents were never opposed to 
a mosque being built in Harlow, it’s 
just that the proposed site was not 
suitable for a number of planning 
reasons, including the potential car 
parking problems. 

“I would now call on the council 
to open up a public forum for debate 
as to where such a place of worship 
could be located. Personally, I think 
the town centre would be more suit¬ 
able as it is easily accessible and has 
plenty of parking spaces.”

“The proposals for Harlow North 
have been included despite mas¬ 
sive public opposition and without 
addressing the many serious plan¬ 
ning flaws we have highlighted.” 

Essex County Council also 
warned the plans were unsustain¬ 
able and would create “commuter 
ghost towns” which could have a 
devastating impact. 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said the strategy marked solid 
progress in providing the homes 
and infrastructure the town needs. 

“I particularly welcome the fact 
it will be for local councils locally 
to decide exact housing numbers 
in particular locations, which 
means that major developments 
can take place north of Harlow to 
avoid overcrowding in Harlow,” he 
said. 

The new Conservative adminis¬ 
tration at Harlow Council is also 
supporting the proposals. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
welcomed the plan’s “positive” 
messages for Harlow, including 
the safeguarding of the Gibberd 
masterplan. 

“Although it is disappointing 
the plan still includes some limited 
development to the south and west 
of the town, we will work with our 
neighbouring councils and part¬ 
ners to create clear boundaries to 


the town and avoid urban sprawl,” 
he said. 

Harlow Conservative Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Robert Halfon, 
who has fought two general elec¬ 
tions on saving local Green Belt, 
appeared resigned to defeat. 

“I have always believed the 
Government’s national housing 
targets are arbitrary and unsustain¬ 
able,” he said. 

“Like many local residents I 
passionately believe in the preser¬ 
vation of our environment, coun¬ 
tryside and Green Belt and consid¬ 
er that extra housing should evolve 
organically rather than be 
imposed. 

“For this reason it is a shame 
this state of affairs has come to 
pass.” 

A spokesman for Land 
Securities and Places for People , 
which last month announced a 
joint venture to acquire more than 
2,400 acres from Ropemaker 
Properties at Harlow North, said:

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Hospital falls short 
in patients' survey 


HOSPITAL chiefs say they 
have already taken action 
to improve services after a 
survey of patients placed 
Harlow’s Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital in the bottom 
20 per cent of trusts in 
England. 

A total of 446 patients 
returned last year’s Healtheare 
Commission questionnaire. 

The results published yesterday 
(Wednesday) revealed the PAH 
Trust eame in the bottom fifth 
nationwide in 28 of the 72 areas 
surveyed. 

As well as the overall mark for 
patient eare, the other areas where 
PAH performed poorly ineluded 
the length of time patients waited 
to be admitted to hospital after 
their initial visit to their GP, 
whether there were enough nurses 
and if they instilled eonfidenee 
and were to be trusted by individ¬ 
ual patients. 

Hand-washing by both doetors 
and nurses before they handle 
patients was another area of eon- 
eern, as was the opportunity given 
to patients to talk to staff about

health worries and fears. 

The trust finished in the top 20 
per eent in only three of the health¬ 
eare areas surveyed. These were 
being given a ehoiee of admission 
date and adequate segregation 
between sexes on wards and in 
bathroom faeilities. 

A PAH spokesman told the 
Star: “We appreeiate this survey 
and, as it was held a year ago, we 
are already working on results and 
listening. 

“Our patients’ views and priori¬ 
ties are vital in us making real 
improvements.”

“My reeent survey of 1,500 
Harlow residents, many more than 
took part in this survey, showed 
overwhelmingly high levels of sat- 
isfaetion with loeal serviees. 

“Due to Government invest¬ 
ment and reform, all hospitals 
have improved but this survey sug¬ 
gests that PAH has not improved 
as mueh as other hospitals.

Confrontation 
lands three in 
court for affray 

THREE people who attaeked a man out¬ 
side his home almost two years ago have 
appeared in eourt. 

Anthony Griffiths (30), of Bushey 
Croft, Harlow, Andrew Ellis (22), of 
Parsonage Leys, Harlow, and a 17-year- 
old who eannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons all pleaded guilty to affray. 

Nieola May, proseouting at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, said vietim Darren Taylor 
(35), had been in a relationship with Ellis’ 
18-year-old sister. The Ellis family disap¬ 
proved of the relationship beoause of the 
age gap and Mr Taylor enoountered hos¬ 
tility from them as a result. 

In June 2006 Mr Taylor was at his 
home in Harlow when he heard his ear 
alarm. Looking out of his bedroom win¬ 
dow he saw Ellis throwing stones at the 
vehiele 

Mr Taylor went downstairs and eon- 
fronted Ellis and there followed a verbal 
eonfrontation. Griffiths, who was nearby, 
grabbed Mr Taylor around the waist and 
pulled him to the ground. He was then 
kieked about the head and body. 

Neighbours who saw three men attaek- 
ing Mr Taylor ealled the poliee. 

David Piekersgill, representing Ellis, 
said in mitigation that Mr Taylor was 
armed with a knuekleduster and some of 
the kieking was to thwart his use of this 
weapon. However, he added that the 
defendants “went over the top and went 
too far”. 

Ian Boyes, representing Griffiths, said 
he had initially gone over as a peaeekeep- 
er but aeknowledged his subsequent 
behaviour was unaeeeptable. 

Ellis, who admitted damaging Mr 
Taylor’s oar, was plaoed on probation for 
a year, ordered to attend an aloohol treat¬ 
ment oourse and pay £250 oompensation 
while Griffiths was ordered to oomplete 
100 hours of oommunity work and pay 
£750 proseoution eosts. The 17-year-old 
was sent to youth eourt for sentenoing.

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War honour for 
Bevin Boy

FOR one Harlow pensioner it was 
a case of better late than never 
when he finally received recogni¬ 
tion for his war service. 

Douglas Me William (81), a for¬ 
mer earetaker at Tany’s Dell Sehool, 
is now the proud owner of a Bevin 
Boys’ badge along with dozens of 
others who earned out essential 
wartime work down Britain’s 
eoalmines duing the Seeond World 
War. 

Mr McWilliam, of Altham Grove, 
was in the Royal Air Foree Volunteer 
Reserve and had hoped to beeome a 
wireless operator. But instead he was 
eonseripted into the army of Bevin Boys, 
young men who were sent down the 
mines to produce coal. 

He served for 10 months as a putter - 
a pony driver - before the environment 
caused him to contract severe conjunc¬ 
tivitis. At the same time he was diag¬ 
nosed he learned his family home had 
been struck by a V2 rocket. 

After being allowed to take a short 
break to care for his mother who was 
struck down with illness following the 
bombing, he was prevented from return¬ 
ing to the mines by his doctor so instead 
joined the Army Catering Corps. 

The Bevin Boys were named after the 
minister of labour at the time, Ernest 


Bevin. Despite their vital work in keep¬ 
ing the country’s infrastructure running 
during the war, their contribution went 
largely unrecognised for decades. 

But now the Government has finally 
decided to award them special badges. 

“We’ve been waiting for this for 60 
years so it’s not before time,” said Mr 


McWilliam. “The Bevin Boys had a very 
tough job to do but at the same time got 
a lot of grief because some people 
believed, wrongly, that they were avoid¬ 
ing going in the Army. 

“I was one of the lucky ones,but I still 
picked up a few injuries down there. It 
was not a nice job at all.” 


Care home widow 
died after taking 
tablets meant for 
bathing leg ulcers 

AN inquest jury has ruled that the 
death of a widow who swallowed 
tablets used to bathe ulcerated legs 
was an accident. 

Dementia sufferer Joy Martin (77), 
who came from Old Harlow but 
was living in a care home in 
Bishop’s Stortford, died two days 
after taking medication meant for 
another resident. 

Last Wednesday the jury returned 
an accidental death verdict despite 
hearing that the medication, which 
is dissolved in water to make a 
cleansing solution, should have 
been stored in a locked cabinet. 

Win Shepherd, quality assurance 
manger for care home owner 
Quantum, told the inquest it was 
standard practice to remove only 
the required dose and lock away 
the rest. 

However, care worker John 
Kiwanuka admitted he had 
removed the entire bottle of tablets, 
which was missing its lid, along 
with other medical supplies to treat 
another resident’s legs. 

It is believed Mrs Martin took the 
tablets from a table next to Mr 
Kiwanuku while his back was 
turned. A post mortem examination 
revealed the cause of death was 
asphyxia due to inflammation of 
the upper airway as a result of 
ingesting potassium permanganate. 
In a statement released after the 
hearing. Quantum’s director of care 
and development David Parry said 
Mrs Martin’s death was ‘”a tragic 
accident which could not have been 
foreseen, or prevented. He also said 
steps had been taken to prevent 
such accidents happening again.

THE Labour Party is facing an 
“immense struggle” following its 
disastrous local election results, 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell admit¬ 
ted this week.

Manslaughter trial 
halted because of 
a courts shortage 

TWO brothers accused of killing a 
pleasure boat captain have had their 
trial put on hold for six months 
because there are no spare courts at 
the Old Bailey to accommodate the 
case. 

Christopher Liddard (22), of 
Challinor, Harlow, and Andrew 
Liddard (28), of Plomer Avenue, 
Hoddesdon, face manslaughter 
charges over the death of 67-year-old 
MicMel Reed. The pair are also 
charged with affray and assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm. 

Mr Reed, who was a senior crew 
member of the City Cruises boat The 
Millennium of Peace, died from a 
heart attack following an incident with 
boat passengers on June 2 last year. 
Both brothers denied the manslaughter 
charge when they appeared in court 
last Wednesday. Prosecutor Ed Brown 
was due to open his case to the jury on 
Thursday but the judge was forced to 
adjourn the proceedings when it 
became clear it could not be 
completed by May 16 to fit in to the 
busy Old Bailey schedule. 

With several hours already lost, the 
judge took the decision to halt the case 
before it had even started. 

The earliest the trial can now start is 
October 27. Both defendants remain 
on conditional bail.

Nature's forces collide

TWO of Mother Nature's most 
powerful forces clashed 
spectacularly in the skies above 
Chile last week when a volcanic 
eruption coincided with a lightning 
storm. 

Huge amounts of dust and ash from the 
eruption of the Chaiten volcano filled the 
night sky just as a lightening storm passed 
overhead, creating an amazing and very 
rare sight. 

The eruption was even more unusual 
because the volcano in question, located 
about 800 miles (1,290km) south of 
Chilean capital Santiago, has been 


dormant for hundreds or even thousands 
of years. 

Authorities in Chile were so worried by the 
violence of the eruption and ordered the 
evacuation of 4,000 people living nearby as 
hot molten lava began to spew out. 

In the worst-affected areas volcanic ash up 
to 15cm thick coatedhouses, cars and 
trees and made water supplies unsafe to 
drink. 

And it is not just people in Chile who have 
been affected by the volcanic eruption. 
Clouds of thick ash and gas crossed over 
into neighbouring Argentina where schools 
were closed and many people taken to 
hospital suffering from breathing problems.

Checks could hit 
work experience

SCHOOL pupils could soon find it more 
difficult to secure work experience 
placements following the introduction of 
compulsory new checks on employers. 

The Federation of Small Businesses has warned 
sueh opportunities will drastieally reduee under 
the weight of expensive new red tape. 

It believes the Government’s new Independent 
Safeguarding Authority - under which Criminal Records 
checks must be carried out at a cost of £64 per person on 
anybody supervising children - is prohibitively expensive 
and potentially counter-productive. 

FSB regional organiser Terry Taber said: “The 
Government is pumping money into entrepreneurship 
schemes and the skills agenda and is constantly talking 
about getting employers involved in schools. This new 
scheme totally contradicts those efforts. 

“Our fear is that fewer and fewer employers will be 
willing to offer work experience placements once this 
scheme is introduced.” 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell disagreed, dismissing the 
FSB’s claims and arguing that the Government was acting 
in the best interests of the children. 

“We as a Government are committed to offering work 
experience opportunities to young people,” he said. “This 
year we introduced 14-19 Diplomas which combine 
theoretical study with practical work experience, and the 
number of people completing apprenticeships has more 
than doubled in the last 10 years. 

“However, it is vital that we continue to strengthen 
arrangements for the vetting and barring of individuals 
employed with children and vulnerable adults.”

Tee time for the new town's golf players 



A S Harlow comes of age, it 
seems milestone 
anniversary celebrations are 
taking place all over the town 
of late. The latest one to record 
is Canons Brook Golf Club, 
which in 2008 has entered its 
50th year. 

The club - originally known as 
Harlow Golf Club - was 
formed in 1958, with its first 
meeting held in the Essex 
Skipper pub, in The Stow, and 
members paying an annual fee 
of£l. 

But it was not until some five 
years later that the first nine 
holes of the course off 
Edinburgh Way finally opened 
- 45 years ago this week, on 
May 18,1963. 

Cyril Beaton has been involved 
from the start and said: “In 
1957,1 noticed on the official 
plan of Harlow that an area 
was designated to be a golf 
course. I asked Mr Derek 
Moule, who was at that time 


secretary of the Harlow 
Golfing Society, to contact the 
Harlow Development 
Corporation to ascertain when 
we could expect to have a 
course to play on. 

“A meeting was then arranged 
for us to meet the chairman of 
the corporation, Ben Hyde 


Harvey, and the following year 
we formed the Harlow Golf 
Club.” 

Harlow’s new club didn’t do 
things by halves - seeking 
someone to design the course, 
they secured the services of 
none other than Sir Henry 
Cotton, probably the most 


famous golfer in the world at 
the time. 

“Henry Cotton agreed to lay 
out the course and work 
commenced in 1960,” said Mr 
Beaton. “A steering committee 
was later elected, with Ben 
Hyde Harvey the president. Sir 
Richard Costain the captain, 
and I the vice captain.” 

In May 1963 came the big day 
and, to mark the occasion, a 
special exhibition match was 
held with Sir Henry and Sir 
Richard versus Mr Beaton and 
Ian Large, the club’s first 
professional. 

“The second and third 
fairways, as we now play, were 
not then part of the course. 
Three years later, on May 22, 
1966, we had the official 
opening of the full 18 holes 
with another exhibition, this 
time featuring Henry Cotton 
and Peter Townsend versus 
Lionel Platts and Michael 
Bonnallack,” added Mr Beaton. 


Meetings which 
united popuiace 


D erek Hawes, a former 
senior officer at Harlow 
Council and (we think) the 
longest serving, has been in touch 
to reflect on the great public 
meetings which were a feature of 
the town’s early years. 

As head of information, head of 
eommunity serviees and then direetor 
of housing, Dr Hawes was responsible 
for organising many of these gatherings 
between 1964-90. 

He recalled: “Big issues, controversies and 
difficult events were often - rather in the 
manner of the democracy of ancient Athens 
- negotiated in large meetings in the square, 
the council chamber or other places. The 
people spoke freely and it was a great way 
of achieving unity and backing for social 
progress.” 

Among those remembered by Dr Hawes are 
the ‘Teach-In’ on new towns of 1966 when 
architects, planners, politicians, journalists

and academics came from all parts of the 
country to spend a weekend debating the 
future of the novel communities. 

Another he recalls, from the same year, was 
the enormous turnout to support the fund 
for the Aberfan land slip disaster in Wales. 
“Others were prompted by the 1970 hunger 
march, when marchers slept in the Town 
Hall on their way to Westminster, and the 
Town Hall was packed to the rafters for a 
public meeting which resulted in the 
formation of Women’s Aid and the support 
of victims of domestic violence,” he 
continued. “Another resulted in the creation 
of the Child Poverty Action Group in 
Harlow. 

“Several large gatherings gave terrific 
backing for a theatre in the town, and when 
The Playhouse was eventually achieved it 
was itself the venue for others. One was to 


help people cope with the introduction of 
decimal currency and another to assist 
householder in coping with the disruption 
caused by the changeover to North Sea 
gas.” 

One of the rowdiest meetings Dr Hawes 
attended was held at the Town Hall when 
angry residents opposed the council’s plans 
to build a second traveller site. But when 
the construction of Stansted Airport was 
first mooted, it was Harlow Council itself 
which organised opposition from 
throughout the county. 

“These occasions were always vibrant, 
exciting events when everyone could have 
their say,” he said. “It was a tradition that 
went a long way to creating a real 
community within the town,” he said. 
“Perhaps it is time the idea was revived and 
politicians and bureaucrats once more stood 
on public platforms to explain and argue for 
their decisions!”

shop in West Gate jogged the 
memory of Dorrie Pond, who 
sent us an interesting newsletter. 
Panderings, as it was cleverly 
called, was the company 
mouthpiece of her late 
husband’s garage business Alan 
Pond Ltd. But it is the cover 
photo of this particular May 
1967 edition that is of topical 
interest.

Mike finds out that life 
can be sweet after all 



ALTHOUGH veteran director and 
playwright Mike Leigh is not exactly 
renowned for his sunny disposition, his 
latest film seems to suggest he might just 
be softening in his older age. 

Perhaps best-known for his acerbic black 
comedy Abigail’s Party - a compelling period 
drama that brilliantly deconstructs the petty 
class wars of late 70s Britain - Leigh doesn’t 
really do soppy rom-coms for hormonal 
teens, nor is his work generally shot through 
with feelgood sunshine. 

But with this tale of one woman’s simple quest to 
bring a little more joy to an increasingly bleak 
world, he tears up his own rulebook and

manages to create something hopeful, moving 
and laugh-out-loud funny that might even restore 
your faltering faith in humanity. 

The main reason for this is the central character 
of Poppy (Mike Leigh regular Sally Hawkins), a 
relentlessly chirpy 30-something primary school 
teacher in central London. 

She’s happy to be single, loves her job and lives 
with her best friend Zoe (Alexis Zegerman) in a 
rented flat. Her friends all love her, her family 
loves her and the kids at her school all adore her. 
By this point in the film, the cynics among us will 


undoubtedly be searching for the inevitable irony 
buried away somewhere in this candyfloss script 
but, refreshingly, there isn’t even a hint of one. 
That’s not to say nothing bad ever happens to 
Poppy - she has family problems like most, her 
driving instructor is a racist bigot who begins to 
become obsessed with her and she has to sort 
out the school bully a couple of times - but it’s 
her indomitable spirit and sense of humour that 
always sees her through. 

And while those Leigh fanatics gripping their seats 
in anticipation of that unbearable moment her 
dark secret is revealed won’t get what they 
expect, they’ll nevertheless leave the cinema 
bathed in a warm, fuzzy glow after being 
surprised by something equally as life-affirming, 
just a little more wholesome.

FOR those cineastes who like plot and a 
little depth of character with their popcorn, 
this futuristic, high octane rallying drama 
will be a bit of a non-starter. 

Although it boasts some of the most 
impressive CG visuals yet seen on the big 
screen, the film lacks any kind of cerebral 
punch and sticks to the tiresome formula 
of an already over-egged genre. 
Charisma-free lead Emile Hirsch, pictured 
above, is Speed Racer, an impressionable 
young racing driver with a rattier natty 
motor his dad built for him - The Mach 5. 
But when Speed’s older brother Rex is 
killed while taking part in the testing cross¬ 
country rally The Cmcible, the precocious 
young talent decides to enter the same race 
determined to win it as a tribute to the 
sibling he idolised. 

All is well until the sinister chairman of a 
shady motoring corporation, Royalton, gets 
wind of Speed’s intentions and attempts to 
sign him up for his race team, but Speed 
stumbles across evidence implicating the 
mega-firm in an illegal race-fixing ring and 
decides against the move. 

Enraged, Royalton pulls out all the stops to 
prevent Speed from entering the rally, but 
with support from his family, wife and a 
newfound racing partner in the shape of 
his former mysterious adversary Racer X, 
he is soon ready to face the greatest 
challenge of his fledgling career. 

It’s been nine long years since The Matrix 
and the once-feted directing duo of The 
Wachowski Brothers seem destined to 
churn out one over-produced 
disappointment after another; the tedious 
and farcical sequels Matrix Rebooted and 
Matrix Revolutions were useful only in so 
much as they made the hit-and-miss V For 
Vendetta look better than it really was. 

The dismal impact Speed Racer’s made at 
the US box office might begin to persuade 
those bankrolling such hi-concept, low- 
brainer tosh that these little emperors are 
wandering about in the buff and that 
maybe the money would be better spent 
elsewhere.

The loneliness of the urban skater 


PARANOID PARK 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Indie film-maker Gus Van Sant continues his series of 
highly personal meditations on the disaffection of 
American youth with this evocative, dreamlike tale set 
around Portland’s skateboarding community. 

Alex (Gabe Nevins, pictured right) is a likeable, quiet 
skateboarder feeling the unwelcome pressures of 
impending adulthood but struggling inside to deal 
with something altogether more sinister and 
distressing. 

Drawn with a friend to Paranoid Park, a notorious 
skating arena built illegally on an abandoned 
industrial site by the more renegade end of the 
skating fraternity, Alex is desperate to ride but too 
timorous to do more than look on from the sidelines. 
The discovery nearby of the body of a railway security 
guard and of a discarded skateboard which may have 
played a part in his death brings the police to Alex’s 
school and throws the spotlight on those hanging 
around Paranoid Park. 

The 16-year-old reacts to the investigation with the 
same vague disinterest with which he faces his 
parents’ ongoing divorce and the pressures from his 
virgin girlfriend to ‘get more serious’. 

But as Van Sant’s non-linear narrative unfolds via 
Alex’s secret confessional letter, the extent of his 
involvement in the guard’s death and its moral 
repercussions become clearer. 

In many respects, this is a gently dislocated rites of 
passage story, but one in which the central 
character’s main desire seems to be to return to an 
earlier childhood where everything was much simpler 
and there was no pressure to shoulder to burdens of 
adulthood and the loss of innocence they represent. 
Van Sant used very few professional actors for this 
film, recruiting most of his cast via Portland area 
MySpace users. You’d never know it, to judge from 
the assured and convincingly natural performances, 
Nevins in particular. 

The film’s stoned, remote tone is aided no end by the 
predominantly blue and grey palate employed by 
cinematographer Chris Doyle, and by the decision to 
shoot most of the skateboarding sequences in grainy 
Super 8 and set them to ambient electronica. 

Extras include footage of a London preview screening 
and a brief but informative making-of.

MALA NOCHE 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Tartan’s second Gus Van Sant release this week goes 
from his latest film all the way back to his first in 
1985, a micro-budgeted story of a bruised and 
exploited unrequited love. 

Shot in a grainy monochrome and built around a 
series of moments rather than a progressive narrative, 
it follows liquor store clerk and aspiring writer Walt 
(Tim Streeter) who meets and falls hard for 
handsome Mexican illegal immigrant Johnny (Doug 
Cooeyate). 

Walt’s desperate to demonstrate the depth of his 
feelings for the object of his desire, but he’s hindered 
by the latter’s lack of English and the fact that he finds 
Walt a little freakish and undesirable. 

Not surprisingly, their relationship develops along 
damaging lines as Walt attempts to get into Johnny’s 



affections by funding him and his friends. 

Van Sant explores something of the nature of 
homosexual attraction with a refreshing lack of 
sentimentality and performances that come across 
feeling very real.

EYES WITHOUT A FACE 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

It’s ample testimony to the power of Georges Franju’s 
haunting 1960 chiller that it still shocks almost half a 
century on. 

In combining the mad surgeon motif so popular in 
the grand guignol tradition with flourishes of German 
expressionism and the rich atmosphere of a fractured 
fair3dale comparable to Cocteau’s La Belle Et La Bete, 
he forged an eerie classic which often feels more like 
an elegant poem to horror films than one itself. 
Arrogant yet brilliant plastic surgeon Dr Gennesier 
(Pierre Brasseur) is acclaimed by all as his work on 
revolutionary skin-grafting techniques progresses 
rapidly, but it’s still not fast enough for him as he 
guiltily fights against the ticking clock of his daughter 
Christiane’s despair and impending madness to find 
her a replacement face for the one she lost in a car 
accident he caused. 

He’s already faked her death, using the body of the 
latest unwilling donor to lead the authorities to 
assume his disfigured child had wandered off from 
his clinic on the outskirts of Paris. 


But after he and his devoted assistant Louisa (Alida 
Valli, who’d later make such an impression in 
Suspira) go through the formality of a fake funeral, 
they’re back to abducting young women to use as the 
raw material for yet another attempted transplant. 

For its time, some of the sequences of surgery are 
pretty strong stuff, but Franju’s not interested in 
horrifying his audience so much as drawing them in 
and unsettling them. A sequence in which Gennesier 
and Louisa conceal yet another body in Christiane’s 
supposed tomb is taken far beyond the usual gothic 
trappings of such a scene and 0ven a strange frisson 
when Louisa looks up to the night sky to see an 
aircraft passing overhead, an almost intrusive 
reminder of modernity and of the enormity of their 
crimes when viewed outside of the usual fog- 
shrouded cinematic context. 

But nowhere is the film’s weird and romantic 
melancholy so perfectly expressed as in Edith Scob’s 
Christiane. The mute appeal of her eyes burns 
through the bland mask she wears for appearance’s 
sake and she moves about the huge house adjoining 
the clinic with a remote grace suggesting the loss of 
her face is steadily taking with it much of her 
humanity. 

Eyes Without A Face is a film that deservedly stays 
with you long after the end titles have faded, not least 
for the moody photography by Eugen Shufftan and a 
subtle score by Maurice Jarre. 

This welcome re-release includes a brief feature in 
which Franju discusses his editing techniques and 
what he hoped to achieve by them.

G etting rid of the sl 
55 AMG is a bit like 
killing off a main 
character in a TV 
soap series. Loved or hated, if 
they’re important enough to 
be bumped off then somebody 
somewhere will be missing 
them. 

The Mercedes-Benz SL 55 AMG’s 
replacement - the 6.2-litre - is more 
powerful than its predecessor, but 
it is as equally as refined. However, 
like hardcore fans of their 
favourite soap, the raw, edgy 
character of the 55 is bound to be 
missed. 

But probably not by very many and 
probably not for very long. 

The SL 55 AMG was tail-twitch 
happy with a brutish character 
whereas the SL 63 AMG is 
infinitely more responsive, precise 
and calm and will easily convince 
any die-hard thrill-seekers to 
switch allegiance. 

The same applies to its styling. The 
entire SL range has been revised 
and the SL’s sharper, more focused 
looks now match its handling 
abilities. 

The wimpy twin-styled headlamps 
have been replaced with bolder 
headlights, the grille, now wider 
and more prominent, features a 
single louvre, while the power 
domes on the aluminium bonnet 
give it a dynamic touch.

However, the real star of the SL 
show is the AMG flagship model. 
Now fitted with the most powerful 
engine in its class, with 525bhp and 
630Nm of torque on tap, the new 
unit propels the SL 63 AMG from 
standstill to 62mph in just 4.6 
seconds. 

Let it run and it will continue its 
linear delivery until it reaches the 
electronically limited top speed of 
155mph, although there’s the 
option of increasing this to 
186mph. 

A new 7-speed multi-clutch sports 
transmission has also been fitted. 

It comes with four modes that are 
selected via a rotary switch located 
next to the selector lever. 

In Comfort, Sport and Sport+ 
modes, the SL does the shifting for 
you. Comfort gives smooth shifts 
and a gentle power transfer, while 
S and S+ modes increase the 
interaction between the engine and 
transmission, upshifts take place at 
higher engine speeds and 
downshifts are more spontaneous. 

S mode gives 20 per cent faster 
shifts, S-^ mode an additional 20 
per cent reduction, while manual is 
fierce and intense, giving full 
control to the driver and a 
lightning-fast shift time of 100 
milliseconds. 

Naturally, such an accomplished 


car carries an inordinate amount 
of technology onboard and with 
this comes a number of options for 
the driver. In addition to selecting 
transmission modes, the driver can 
select their preferred ESP setting. 

It can be left on or changed to ESP 
Sport, which is like riding a bike 
with stabilisers - you’re 
predominantly on your own, but 
the system will step in to save you 
at the last minute. 

It can also be switched off, but this 
is best left for track days and is not 
for the faint-hearted. Nor is the 
Race Start function, a launch 
control system inspired from 
Formula One racing, designed to 
make the driver feel like a racing 
driver. 

Under the expertise of AMG, the 
sports suspension has been tuned 
and is based on Active Body 
Control. The driver can choose 
between Sport or Comfort 
suspension settings, but the system 


successfully manages to negate 
pitch and roll in both modes. 
Coupled with speed-sensitive 
power steering, it combines to 
deliver a beautifully balanced and 
rewarding drive, covering a variety 
of road surfaces with finesse. 
Whether in sprint or cruising 
guise, the core abilities of the 63 
remains the same, with a well 
planted ride, staggering levels of 
front end grip, the ability to turn 
into corners with aplomb and the 
ease with which it masks its almost 
two-ton weight by delivering a 
spritely and agile ride. 

A press of a button converts the 
coupe into a roadster. Watching the 
hardtop fold away is art in motion, 
and it takes a mere 16 seconds for 
the transformation to take place. 
Complementing the appeal of fresh 
air motoring is the ability to give 
the naturally aspirated V8 engine a 
proper reception. Keeping the roof 


down and turning up the optional 
Airscarf neck heaters, occupants 
are treated to the wondrous sounds 
of the throaty engine, the exhaust 
notes burbling in symphony from 
the quad tailpipes. 

It’s simply not possible to tire of 
the sound or the captivating 
throttle blips, but should the driver 
wish to cruise in comfort, selecting 
the C-mode will transform the fast 
and furious roadster into a smooth 
and relaxed cruiser. As an AMG, it 
gets a few extra touches to 
distinguish it from the rest of the 
SL range in the unlikely event that 
the sonorous sounds of the engine 
fail to get the message across. 
There’s AMG side skirts, rear 
apron and boot lip spoiler with 
AMG trim panels on the front 
wings and plenty of branding, such 
as the 6.3 AMG badging on the side 
air intakes. 

Inside the carbon fibre-trimmed 
cabin are new features such as the 
seats, telematics system, a three- 
spoke ergonomic sports steering 
wheel and detailing enhancements 
to the instrument cluster. 

Priced at £102,075, it’s a lot of 
money, but you do get a lot of car.
